Hartnell Tutorial Program 


Help: Tutor-Learn 


Have you heard of the Ele- 
mentary School Tutorial Program 
that is available to Hartnell stu- 
dents? We submit to ‘you the 
details in hopes of catching your 
interest and enthusiasm and pos- 
sibly your help in this worth- 
while and greatly needed pro- 
gram. 

There are presently 48 Hart- 
nell students participating in the 
Elementary Tutorial Program. 
They are working in 14 schools 
—12 public. and 2 private 
schools. The total number of 
elementary age school children 
enrolled at these schools is 8000. 

August Caresani, tutorial pro- 
gram chairman, stated that he is 
“Highly pleased” with the pro- 
gress of the program thus far. 

“This program serves to bridge 
the gap between students and 
their teachers. Some. students 
‘turn-off’ the teacher while they 
are young and never catch up 
again. The idea of the tutorial 
program. is to help these stu- 
dents with their problems—lan- 
guage, emotional, or whatever 
problem they might have.” 


The students and tutors work 
onal to 1, 1 to 2, ora 1 to 3 
basis whichever works out best. 
Tutors have a choice of subjects 
in which they would like to help 
and are given.one unit of credit 
for every two hours of tutorial] M 
work. 

“I am encouraged by the de- 


sire of young people today to 
help others,” Mr. Caresani said. 
“When we were young all we 
were concerned with was getting 
a job and taking care of our- 
selves.” 

“This is not simply a volunteer 
program, but one in which the 
tutors are treated as employees 
who are given references for fu- 
ture work and attend staff meet- 
ings to discuss their progress. 

To get into the program the 
student must first be interested 
in helping others, must be inter- 
viewed, must meet the teachers 
and principal of the school at 
which he will be working, and 
then be sent into the classroom 
to’ work with the students who 
need help.” 

“I'm aiming for at least 200 
tutors next semester. I feel this 
tutorial program helps the Hart- 
nell students who participate as 
much or perhaps more than the 
children they are helping.” 

We feel that your support and 
your work in this program can 
greatly benefit you as a student 
and a person and possibly help 
you make decisions as to your 
own future. Any student inter- 
ested, please contact the Salinas 
Elementary Schools administra- 
tion office across the street from 
the Men’s Gym. They will ‘set 
you up with an interview with 

Mr. Caresani, coordinator of the 
program.
